BANDITS ARE DRIVEN 
OVER THE BORDER 


No Americans Wounded, But 
Bloody Blanket Points to 
Casualties of Mexicans 


Arivaca, Ariz. January 27.— The 
Mexican bandits who have been 
keeping up a running gun fight 
with American troopers and cowboys 
at Ruby, Ariz., were driven across 
tbe international boundary today by 
Americans. The Mexicans took ref- 
uge in adobe houses, but were rout- 
ed out by troopers and the houses 
burned. The Mexicans have fled to 
the hills. 

The fight started Friday morning, 
when American cowboys saw Mexi- 
cans rounding up cattle on the 
American side of the boundary line, 
according to Americans arriving 
here tonight. Fifteen cowboys, it 
is asserted, returned the fire of 
about twenty Mexicans, who kept 
up the fight until they were safe 
behind rocks on the Mexican side of 
the line. 

The Mexicans were followers of 
Franciseo Reyna, a former Villa of- 
ficer, and were headed by him, ac- 
cording to apparently authentic evi- 
dence ‘brought here tonight. 

No Americans were killed or 
wounded, but a bloody blanket 
found in an adobe house the Mexi- 
cans used as a fort indicated the 
American shots took effect. There 
were other evidences of Mexicans 
being wounded. 

The fighting ended about noun to- 
day.

Nogales, Ariz., January 27.—The 
fighting at Ruhy,. Arig., between 
American troops and Mexicans was 
caused by some twenty-five irrespon- 
sible Mexican bandit cattle rustlers, 
according to a statement made by 
Brigadier-General E. H. Plummer 
here late tonight. The bandits, he 
said, were resisting cowboys who 
were trying to recover stolen cattle. 
He said the Mexican bandits fired 
first from the American side of the 
boundary line. 


AMERICANS CHASED 
BY VILLA CAVALRY 


Engineer of Train Opens Throt- 
tle and Outruns Bandits 
South of Juarez 


Juarez, Mexico.—Villa followers 
fired into General Jose Carlos Mur- 
guia’s military train at Santa Sofia, 
110 miles south of Juarez last Sat- 
urday night, and the military train 
was forced to return to Guzman be 
fore resuming the trip to 
Grandes, according to 
sources here. 

The Mexican Northwestern pas- 
senger train, which left Casas 
Grandes for Juarez late last Satur- 
day, and on which many Americans 
were riding, was also pursued by Vil- 
la cavalry, but the engineer opened 
the throttle and escaped from the 
Villa followers, according to the same 
source. This train was crowded with 
foreign and Mexican refugees. 

Great fires were illuminating Colo- 
nia Dublan, General Pershing’s head- 
quarters, as they passed there last 
Saturday evening, the Passengers said. 

All woodwork used in the encamp- 
ment and surplus fodder were burn- 
ing. 

Although the Passengers heard of 
rebels fighting on Genera] Murguia’s 
train, few knew of the report that 
their own had been threatened. They 
all said, however, they had heard 
rumors of Villa bands occupying El 
Valle. Despite this, many Americans 
were reported to be remaining in 
Mexico. 

There were sixteen cars in the 
train from Casa Grandes, but the 
number of Americans did not exceed 
a hundred. The rest were Mexicans. 
The distance was only 158 miles, yet 
the passengers were twenty-seven 
hours on the road.

He tested his theory with a pneu- 
matic cabinet, so constructed that the 
atmospheric pressure could be quickly 
diminished. In this he placed a nor- 
mal, healthy man. He then reduced 
the pressure of air to correspond to an 
altitude of 12,000 feet. 

Doctor Placzek found by various 
tests to which he subjected the man 
In the cabinet that the power of con- 
centration was materially impaired. 
In some way also muscular activity 
was hampered, that is to say the 
muscles did not respond either with 
alacrity or precision to the impulses 
of the will. The entire mechanism of 
the human machine, through lack of 
centralized action, was thrown out of 
gear. 

In addition to the diminished atmos- 
pheric pressure from which the aviator 
and the subject {in the cabinet alke 
suffered, the aviator labors under an 
appreciable .excitement.

Then, 
when they are enlarged, more blood 
rushes to the skin to fill the enlarged 
vessels, and the internal organs sud- 
denly find themselves with a dimin- 
ished and insufficient supply of blood.

Planting Trees by Machinery. 

The United States forestry service 
has adopted a new invention which 
plants from 10,000 to 15,000 forest tree 
seedlings a day. Previously the plant- 
ing had been done by hand at the rate 
of 1,200 to 1,500 trees each day per 
man. 

The machine is about the size of an 
ordinary mowing machine, and ts op- 
etated by three men and two horses. 
One man drives the team while the 
other two handle the seedlings. The 
machine makes a furrow, in which the 
trees are set at any desired distance, 
and an automatic device indicates 
where they should be dropped. Two 
metal-tired wheels push and roll the 
dirt firmly down around the roots.

Improved Portable Lamp. 

A new form of portable lamp, the 
light from which is adjustable, is be- 
ing brought out in Germany, according 
to the London BPlectrician. A small 
spiral resistance in series with the 
lamp and switch is mounted above the 
battery. The resistunce can be read- 
{ly varied by the motion of a small 
knob at the side of the case, the bright- 
ness of the lamp being thus altered 
within the limits of maximum intensity 
and a dull, red glow. This enables cur- 
rent to be economized when only a 
small amount of light is needed, pro- 
longing the life of the lamp and bat- 
tery. The reststance is also useful in 
preventing the tendency to overrun the 
lamp unduly when a new battery is 
substituted for the old one.

MEASURES OF PREVENTION 


| Professor James Ford Showe Various 
Ways In Which the House May Dele- 
teriously Affect Health and How 
Housing Legislation Is Effective tn 
Prevention of Disease. 


In a paper on “Housing Conditions as 
factors In the Production of Disease” 
Professor Jamey Ford of the depart- 
ment of social ethics of Harvard unl- 
versity shows the many ways in which 
the house may affect health. 

Injuries caused by bousing conditions 
{uclude almost all forimy of superficial 
wounds, due tu defectivety built or out 
of repair structures, Such injuries are 
' Increasingly prevented through build- 
‘Ing laws, housing laws aud fire preven. 
; tion laws. Specitic legislation can pre. 
Vent diseases caused by chemical poi- 
soning from defective flues and gas 
fixtures. Malaria, which is transmitted 
from man to man through the medium 
of the mosquito, may be reduced if 
rooms are well screened. The book. 
worm disease may be largely prevented 
by the universal requirement of mod- 
ern toilets. 

Since it is possible by bousing legis- 
lation to contro) somewhat the factor 
of ventilation, it is possible at least to 
basten the desiccation of the bacteria 
of diseases of the respiratory tract. 
The control of dust and dirt, the pre- 
vention of room overcrowdipg and 
Provision for the natural lighting of 
balls and apartments should aid in the 


The requirement in health and housing 
laws that garbage pails and manure 
piles shall be covered and that all or- 
Ranic wastes shall be removed from 
Premises will iInaterlally reduce the 
numbers of insect carriers of diseases 
transmitted through contaminated food 
and drink. 

It is probable that the conditions of 
the home muterially affect the nervous 
tone of the occupant. Overcrowding 
and the lodger evil certainly affect the 
Moral tone. All prorisious tending to 
encourage the censtructiva of cotiage 
homes would tend to reduce thege evils 
as weil as the dangers from bacterial 
diseases. Froféssor Ford says: 

“Houstug legislation is most effective 
in the prevention of disease, in all 
probability, uot because it provides 
Means of reducing contact or destroy- 
lug germs, but because of the part 
which it may play in the building up 
of resistance. Human beings vary ap- 
parently quite considerably in thelr 
relative constitutional immunity to 
specific diseases, but a siven individ- 
ual's susceptibility to many diseases, 
as, for example, tuberculosis, may be
